Laurie  Anderson 

Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

The  conferring  of  this  degree  is  in 
recognition  of  your  work  as  the  avatar 
of  high-tech  perfarmance  art  and  in 
appreciation  for  your  extraordinary 
ability  to  reach  beyond  boundaries 
between  technology  and  art  provoking 
new  insights  and  dynamics  of  creativity. 

Your  willingness  to  venture  play¬ 
fully  into  imagery  and  long-estab¬ 
lished  norms  has  challenged  and 
defied  vertical  thinking  at  every  turn 
in  our  lives.  Humanizing  technology 
is  not  a  task  fir  the  faint  hearted,  yet 
you  have  demonstrated  how  it  is  the 
new  campfire  around  which  we  coa - 

you  reinvent  yourself  imbuing  your 
work  with  an  otherworldliness  taking 
us  to  frontiers  we  never  could  have 
imagined.  You  continually  redefine  the 
meaning  of  avant-garde! 

Laurie  Anderson  graduated  magna 
cum  laude  from  Barnard  College  in 
1969  and  from  Columbia  University 
in  1972  with  an  MFA  in  sculpture. 
During  that  year  she  taught  at  vari¬ 
ous  colleges  in  New  York  City, 
wrote  reviews  for  Artfiorum ,  ArtNews 
and  Art  In  America,  and  by  her  own 
admission  spent  a  winter  wearing 
no  coat.  As  she  developed  her  artis¬ 
tic  tapestry,  she  continued  to  study 
sculpture,  embarked  on  training  for 
theater  and  performance  art,  trav¬ 
eled  extensively  taking  in  some 
alluring  places,  worked  with  percus¬ 
sionists,  designed  an  invisible 
instrument,  served  as  a  radio  com¬ 
mentator,  produced  movies  and 
multimedia  installations,  spent  a 
summer  as  a  migrant  cotton  picker, 
and  hosted  a  number  of  television 
programs. 

She  assiduously  resists  classifica¬ 
tion.  Just  as  a  label  is  about  to  be 
pinned  to  her,  she  soars  like  an  eagle 
into  a  whole  new  arena,  revealing 
yet  another  texture  of  her  artistic 
fabric.  She  has  been  variously  called 
queen  of  multimedia  hip,  a  perfor¬ 
mance  artist,  pop  singer,  storyteller, 
poet,  author,  violinist-postmodern 
deconstructionist,  INTERactivist,  a 
Cyber-Willy,  and  multimedia-con¬ 
jurer.  Superbly  covering  a  myriad  of 
bases  and  never  getting  stuck,  she 
is  androgynous,  topical  and  yet 
universal. 


At  one  point  in  her  artistic 
journey  during  the  1970s  her  work 
was  considered  to  have  a  child-like 
wonder  characteristic  to  it.  She 
linked  unlikely  parts  and  ideas,  once 
filling  her  violin  with  water  and 
replacing  the  strings  with  tape  head 
that  played  bits  of  spoken  language. 
During  the  1980s  Ms.  Anderson 
produced  a  large-scale  combination 
of  song,  projections  and  surreal  the¬ 
atrics  in  a  piece  entitled  United 
States:  Part  I-TV.  Among  her  other 
readily  recognizable  recordings  for 
the  period  are  Big  Science,  Mister 
Heartbreak,  Home  of  the  Brave  and 
Strange  Angels. 

In  the  late  advent  of  the  World 
Wide  Web  in  the  1990s,  Laurie 
Anderson  created  Puppet  Motel  TV, 
a  playground  for  exploring  and 
swinging  on  to  her  sounds,  sights 
and  observations.  It  is  the  first  CD 
that  ties  directly  into  the  Web, 
obtaining  a  gallery  of  never-ending 
visual  song  filled  with  rich  anima¬ 
tion  and  many  other  stunning  visual 

Having  grown  up  in  the  Bible 
Belt,  her  childhood  was  filled  with 
listening  to  Bible  stories  replete 
with  tall  tales.  Stories  From  The 
Nerve  Bible  is  a  by-product  which 
resonates  with  imagery  from  this 
core  part  of  her  youth. 

Out  of  a  near  perilous  trekking 

tains,  Laurie  Anderson  drew  inspira¬ 
tion  to  produce  her  recent  album 
entitled  Bright  Red,  which  evokes 
thoughts  about  mortality  and  apoc¬ 
alypse  now.  Continuing  her  creative 
path  along  the  highway  of  electronic 
gadgetry,  she  densely  packed  this 
album  with  state-of-the  art  equip¬ 
ment  including  xi  computers. 

There  are  those  who  have 
dared  to  attempt  to  mimic  Laurie 
Anderson,  but  like  Icarus  have  Men 
into  the  sea  of  anonymity  when 
their  wings  have  melted.  Her 
records,  books,  films,  videos,  musi¬ 
cal  scores  and  performances  are 
embellished  by  free  association, 

experiences,  and  a  strong  kinship 
with  the  evocative.

Born  in  Los  Angeles,  Califor¬ 
nia  in  1956,  she  spent  time  explor¬ 
ing  different  art  forms,  including 
visiting  Simon  Rochas  famous 
Watts  Tower ,  and  Grandma 
Prisbrey’s  Bottle  Village  in  Simi 
Valley.  These  popular  folk  art  forms 
would  later  inspire  Ms.  Saar’s 
massive  sculptures.  Working  with 
her  parents  on  their  related  projects, 
stimulated  Ms.  Saar’s  awareness  of 
different  types  of  sculpture  and  a 
desire  to  pursue  an  artistic  calling. 
She  helped  to  restore  Chinese 
frescoes,  Russian  icons  and  pre- 
Columbian  and  African  sculpture 
with  her  father,  who  is  of  German 
and  Scottish  heritage.  Through  her 
mother,  whose  principal  heritage 


is  African  American,  Ms.  Saar 
inherited  a  fascination  with  mysti¬ 
cism,  found  objects  and  the  spiritu¬ 
al  potential  of  art. 

Ms.  Saar  received  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Scripps  College, 
Claremont,  California  and  a  Master 
of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  Otis  Art 
Institute,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

It  was  at  Scripps  under  the  tutelage 
of  Dr.  Samella  Lewis,  a  noted 
scholar  in  the  field  of  African  and 
Caribbean  art,  Ms.  Saar  cultivated  a 
cognizance  for  the  nuances  of  her 
pan-African  roots. 

Having  lived  all  her  life  in 
California,  Ms.  Saar  moved  to 
Brooklyn,  New  York  to  become  an 
artist-in-residence  at  Studio  Muse¬ 
um  in  Harlem.  While  moving 
through  a  distincdy  urban  terrain, 
her  work  reflected  the  juxtaposition 
of  found  objects  discarded  in  an 
industrial  environment.  Two  years 
later  she  took  up  artistic  residency 
in  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  which 

western  and  Mexican  cultures.  Her 
powerful  roots  in  the  western  Unit¬ 
ed  States  eventually  drew  her  back 
to  California. 

As  a  young  artist,  Alison  Saar’s 
work  has  been  featured  in  solo  and 
group  exhibitions  in  major  muse¬ 
ums  and  galleries  in  the  United 
States  and  overseas.

Notes  on 

Academic  Heraldry 


The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  of  the 
academic  procession  date  back  to 
the  Middle  Ages  when  they  were 
common  dress  for  scholars.  Monks 
and  students  wore  them  to  keep 
warm  in  the  damp  and  drafty  12th 
century  castles  and  halls  of  learning. 

The  bachelors  gown  has  a 
pleated  front  and  long,  pointed 
sleeves.  The  masters  gown,  which 
may  be  worn  open,  is  distinguish¬ 
able  by  its  long,  square  sleeves  closed 
at  the  end  and  slit  near  the  elbow  to 
permit  the  forearms  to  come 
through.  The  doctors  gown,  which 
also  may  be  worn  open,  is  trimmed 
with  velvet  panels  down  the  front 
and  has  three  velvet  bars  on  its  bell¬ 
shaped  sleeves. 

The  hood  is  the  key  to  the  cos¬ 
tume.  A  shell  of  the  s^me  material  as 
the  gown,  it  is  lined  in  silk  with  the 

conferring  the  degree.  The  length  of 
the  hood  indicates  the  degree:  four 
feet  for  the  doctor,  three-and-a-half 
feet  for  the  master  and  three  feet  for 
the  bachelor.  The  hood  is  sometimes 
omitted  on  the  bachelors  gown.  The 
width  of  the  velvet  border  also  indi¬ 
cates  degree;  the  widest  border 
belongs  to  the  doctor’s  gown. 

The  color  of  the  hood’s  border 
indicates  the  field  of  learning  to 
which  the  degree  pertains.  The  doc¬ 
tor’s  hood  may  bear  a  single  chevron 

indicate  a  bachelor,  while  the  master 

the  hood  divided  equally  into  two 
colors. 

During  the  Processional,  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  bachelor’s  degree  wear 
the  tassels  of  their  mortarboard  hats 
on  the  right.  Upon  receiving  their 
diplomas,  the  tassels  are  moved  to 
the  left  side  of  the  cap. 

Some  of  the  institutional  colors 
likely  to  be  seen  at  an  academic  cer¬ 
emony  are  Columbia’s  light  blue 
with  white  chevrons,  Dartmouth’s 
green,  Harvard’s  crimson,  New  York 
University’s  violet,  Yale’s  darker  blue 
and  Pratt’s  cadmium  yellow. 


The  Mace,  carried  by  the 
Grand  Marshal  of  the  Academic 
Procession  and  used  to  open  and 
close  the  ceremonies,  was  a  medieval 
symbol  of  the  authority  of  the  offi¬ 
cial  before  whom  it  was  carried. 

The  Pratt  Mace  was  designed 
by  the  late  Paul  Fjelde,  Emeritus 
Professor  of  Art  and  distinguished 
medalist.  It  was  presented  to  the 
Institute  by  the  Class  of  1956.
